G-entlemen  , 

I  herewith  present  my  Annual  Report,  for  1915. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  notifiable  disease  . 

Two  cases  of  Typhoid  occurred  in  the  same  house,  a  house  where  two  other 
cases  have  been  notified  during  the  last  few  years  . 

Every  care  has  been  taken  to  trace  the  origin  of  these  cases  steps 
are  being  taken  to  improve  the  Sanitation  water  supply. 

Fortunately  the  house  in  question  is  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  so 
that  there  is  little  danger  of  the  disease  spreading  .

the  danger  of  privies  in  residential  areas. 

Flies  gain  access  to  privies,  carry  infectious  material  to  kitchens, 
dairies  etc,  and  thus  contaminate  food. 

As  there  is  a  near  prospect  of  many  men  returning  from  foreign  service 
some  of  whom  may  be  convalescent  from  Typhoid,  Dysentery  etc,  I  consider 
that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  do  away  with  all  privies  and  to 
persuade  house-owners  to  connect  with  the  sewers. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  statistics  show  that  the  presence 
of  the  troops  in  no  way  effected  the  health  of  the  town  .
